It is supposed tbnt he in¬ 
tended to beat his way to Jackson, 
as he did uot seem to have very 
much money with him. 

Cockrill was a frequent visitor 
to C ncinnati, for, like the late 
Judje James Hargis, he had a fond¬ 
ness for the sights of Cincinnati.
